FARMERS IN POLITICS.

THE NATIONAL ALLIANCE PRO-
POSES TO TAKE A HAND

In the Great Government Game—Thelr
FEfforta to Control State (lovarn-
menta and CUongross—What Thoy
Have Done and Propose to Do in
the West and Sounth.

Congretsmen  from  geveral of the
Southern and Westorn States are vory
much exercised over the political sita.
atlon, The tarllf has no terrora for
them, for they go with their party and
askk no questions. Bllver presents no
otber difffieulty to them than paucity of
posseasion,  Other subjectsof loglaln.
tlon nre largely influenged by loonl tue
terests, Yol are many of our statesmen
wortloed.

The cause of thelr anxiety is found
in the organlzation known as the
Farmers' Natlonal Alllance. It has
a vory large membership o the
cotton and wheat-growing States, Its
ohbjects are such as ean be gained only
by legialation. It s, therefore, to
that  extent n  political, thongh
it is not u purlr. organization. 8o far,
it professes an Intention of acting within
the linegs of the two regu-
Jar arties, (814 courge, if
they fail to gain their purpose in that
way thoey reserve lo themselves the
right to enter the fleld as & separate po-

litieal fmrly.

Thelr pet prnilecl la their sub treas-
uty scheme, They propose that the
Government shinll erpet fire-

roof warehouses  wherein  may

e deposited certain staple products of
the farm, such as colton, whent, oats
and  other non-perishable  artieles.
When so deposited the Government
s to advance a certain percentage of
thelr market value, say 90 per cent.
Billa to curry this plan into effect are
now ipendimt before committees of the
two Houses of Congress.

Acting within the lines of the two
regular parties they hope to control the
nominations to office. Alrendy in Kan-
eng the Hepublican Allirnce men en-
ecompassed the defeat for renomination
of Mr. Turnor. In Arkansas in
1888 they joined forces with the Repub.
licans in two distriots, and as a result of
that allinnce Mr. Featherston now holds
aseat in the House from the Pirst Dis-
trict of that Biate,

In the Bouthern States they act with
the Demooratic pnrtf. They have
sent letters askin festions
which aspiring politlelans find puz-
zling. Mr. Oatea of Alabama an-
swered them promptly and frankly
and negatively, piving his reasons for
his opposition. Dy what may be stylod
a politieal paradox Mr. Ontes {8 cer.
tsin of renomination and re election,
But other districts are not so safe
e hils, The Alllanece man
will have a candidate for nomination in
most of them, They will also endeavor
to nominnie a candidate for Governor
when the Demoeratie State Convention
meets—Muy 28—und will have a eandi-
date for Benator to sueceed Mr. Pugh if
there be any prospect of success.

The Alliance is moving In Toxas,
and itis understood that Me, Mills will
publish aJetter in reply to thelr ques-
tong—probably in the Nutionel Damo-
crat, In Mississippl, Missourl, North
Carollng,  Bout Carolina and
Georgla they are moving, In the North-
west, In Illinofs, Michigan, Wisconsin,
Mivnesotn, Nebrasks, Towa and Kansas
the Alliance men are up and doing, In
thege States they will act within
the lines of the Republican party.

In no Stite, perhaps, are the Alliance
forces so well organized as In Georgla.
Not cnly are they preparing to capture
the State government, but they have
candidates  already in the fleld
for nominntion for Congross
in seven out of the ten districts of the
State. Bo fur no one has come out
neainst efither Mr, Lester, My, Turner or
Mr, Crigsp. They may be opposed, but
50 far no opposition hins materialized,

In the Fourth distriet 'Mr, Grimes
has for an opponent the Fon, . R.
Harels, nn ex-member of Congress and
the Third Asslitant Postmaster-General
under the recent Admiaistration.

Upon his futher returning to the
house Henry Foraey, one of Moncrief's
best friende in the family, wentout and
urged him o leave. Moncrlef then, in
afit of rage, ralsed the gun dnd dis
chiirgéld 118 contents into Henry's body
cnusing instant death. Moneriefl theo
returned to his home whoere he was ar-
rested In the afternoon.  He submitted
(uletly to the constables, though he
had oumercus loaded fire arms rendy
in'cage of an attpck from the Forneys,
which he sald he had expected. The
murder causes great excitement. The
murdered man was but 27 years of age
and was the pride of his family.
